“Results With Liquid | 


Fertilizers 


{ . Liquid fertilizers designed for application 
to the seed have been on the market in 
western Canada in recent years. An experi- 
ment was conducted at the Experimental 
Sub-Station at Regina in 1951 comparing 
the liquid fertilized seed treatment with the 
commonly used ammonium phosphate fer- 
tlizer, 11-48-0. Also included in this test was 
# dust type of fertilizer designed for applica- 
tion to the seed. 
! . The 11-48-0 was drilled into the soil with 
the seed at the rate of 35 pounds of fertilizer 
per acre. One set of plots received both the 
liquid seed treatment and the ammonium 
phospate fertilizer, and one set of plots re- 
ceived no fertilizer. These treatments were 
repeated six times on randomized plots of 
heat, oats, barley, and flax, says Superin- 
tendent J. Roe Foster. 
{ With wheat, the liquid fertilizer gave an 
hverage increase of 0.7 bushels per acre. The 
dust treatment increased yields by 1.0 
bushels per acre. The ammonium phosphate 
somber yields by 3.4 bushels, and a com- 
bination of the liquid fertilizer and the am- 
ynonium phosphate increased yields by 4.4 
bushels per acre. The small increases asso- 
ciated with the liquid fertilizer are within 
the expected experimental error and could 
‘be chance increases. ; 

Similarly with oats and barley the fer- 
tilizers applied as a seed treatment gave 
‘only small increases in yield compared with 
‘ammonium phosphate. Flax yields were 
‘ot increased by any of the treatments in 
‘this test. 

Ammonium phosphate fertilizer applied 
‘at from 35 to 45 pounds per acre has given 
profitable increases in yields when sown on 
‘summerfallowed land at Regina. The use 
‘of this fertilizer on stubble land has not in- 
jereased yields, and it is therefore not 
‘recommended for stubble crops. 

. Liquid fertilizers are not recommended 
‘Yor seed treatment on either summerfallow 
jor stubble.

British Turn To Kuwait 


The small sheikdom of Kuwait, located 
on the hens ar of pa Persian Gulf, 
<i8 rapidl ne ES heaaale source of 
Great Britain’s ore Ol in| t dle East. This 


small corner of the Arabian desert—about. 


the size. of Prince Edward Island — is ex- 
‘pected ‘to ‘average a daily production rate 
of 800,000 barrels of oil this year. | 

tf this production goal is achieved, it 
will represent at least a seventy per cent 
gain over. last year’s production. Opera- 
tions in this small sheikdom went into high 
gear in 1951 when Iran seized vast British 
oil properties in that country. 

The flow of oil from Kuwait has pro- 
duced a tremendous income for Sheik 
Abdullah al Salem al Sabah, who is now 
one of the world’s richest men. His in- 
‘come, from fifty per cent of the net profits, 
is expécted to reach almost $200,000,000 
this year. 

With this money, Sheik Abdullah is 
spending millions on _ schools, hospitals, 
utilities and other improvéments for his 
150,000 subjects.’ It is likely that these 
150,000 inhabitants will soon possess a 
standard of living which would not have 
-been possible in a hundred years without 
the sudden’ need for oil among Western 
democracies.

Apparently many Spanish people expressed regret 
at the passing of this monarch who was also head 
of a great Protestant church. And the Spanish 
government, anxious to come to terms” with the 
United States, was said to be considering slight 
relaxation of the prohibitions against Protestan- 
tism..

The dread foot and mouth dis- 
ease has at last struck in Canada 
for the first time in her history. 


Canada indeed is almost the only 
country in the world that has not, 


previously suffered from this 
trouble. 
Canada, however, dophareeatild 


possesses a highly efficient group 
of animal scientists, associated 
with dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments and. our universities, 
who have followed intently the 
course of outbreaks in other 
countries and who know just what 
to do. 

As soon as the disease was diag- 
nosed our scientists went into 
action, quarantined the area and 
proceeded to deal with it in a most 
efficient way. The result un- 
questionably will be that the out- 
break will be stamped out and 
prevented from spreading to other 
areas. Naturally for.a time our 
prairie livestock industry will be 
seriously harmed. The losses, 
however. will be considerably re- 
duced by the efficiency of our 
scientists in animal health in pre- 
venting the spreading of the 
disease.

Judge In District 
Court Grants Appeal 


By HENRY THOMPSON 

An application tor an appeal 
against an order issued by a 
magistrate under the Domestic 
Relations Act was granted and the 
case brought up for trial before 
Judge MeclIsaae in the District 
Court at St. Paul, March"25. 

The court decided that the hus 
band’s action in returning to the 
farm did not constitute desertion 
within the meaning of the Act. 
The husband had followed his wife 
on her teaching work and failed to 
better his financial condition by 
jabor jobs and a picture show 
business. His action in leaving 
the school teacherage for the farm 
was a desire to provide better 
living conditions for the family. 

The wife’s refusal to foHow her 
husband's occupation and the hus- 
band’s equally determined stand 
that he would not support his 
family in any other abode except 
in the new home he had built for 
the family, drew some pointed 
remarks to both parents in their 
lack of true conxideration for the 
best interests of the three chil- 
dren. 

The father again in this court 
expressed his desire for the return 
of his wife and children and did 
not in thie court or in the others, 
express uny disparaging remarks 
or evidence against his wife's 
character. His answers to all 
questions by the solicitors; drew 
only the briefest recital of the 
bare facts of the case. 

In comparison, the wife’s lurid 
explanations of stormy scenes in 
the marital relations were high- 
lights of a damaying nature to the 
husband's character, conduct and 
ability and proved the truth of the 
old saying that “love is_ blind’. 
The fact that they lived only 
seven miles apart and went to 
schoo! together, left no doubt in 
my mind that she showed bad 
judgement in choosing a man with 
all the shortcomings that have “e- 
veloped since the marriage. 

Contrary to general opinion, 
action in domestic relations cases, 
the apparent leinancy of the 
courts in favor of women is based 
on statistical fact. In the majority 
of cases the evidence nearly al- 
ways proves the man to be at 
fault. The evidence in this court 


conclusively proved the husband , 


made many sacrifices to save the 
marriage and was still fighting to 
save the pieces. 

The court had no jurisdiction in 
the matter of custody of the chil- 
dren and it is assumed further 
litigation will take place to this 
end. f 

The judge in his summary of the 

_ case on announcement of his de- 
cision, reminded both parents of 
their responsibility to the children 
and suggested the father might 
contribute something to their sup- 
port, pending. further action.

Teachers To Strike 
If Salary Demands 
Not Met 


The Alberta Teachers’ Associa- 
tion at the annual general meet- 
ing held in Calgary last week en- 
dorsed’ strike action on part of 
member locals by setting up a 
special fund out of which pay- 
ments will be made to strikers. 
The delegates passed with only 
two dissenting votes a resolution 
to set up a “special emergency” 
fund to provide striking teache?s 
up to 75 per cent of salaries. 

Erie C. Ansley stated that ap- 
proximately $77,000 could be 
made available immediately for 
the fund and that the fund would 
be supplemented by contributions 
of $1 a week per teachers during 
the strike and for as long after 
as deemed necessary. This pro- 
yisionawas made in one section of 
the resolution. 

Earlier in the convention Hon. 
Ivan Casey, minister of éducation, 
stated that before teachers con- 
sider strike action they will ‘have 
to decide whether. they wish. to 
retain professional status or 
whether they should be defined as 
a trade union. He stated that the 
time is approaching when the de- 
cision will: have to be made as 
they cannot continue to enjoy the 
privileges of a _ profession, 
employ trade union methods. 

He warned that if teacher dis- 
putes cannot be settled amicably 
the alternative would be the set- 
tingeup of a provincial board ex- 
clusive of teachers and trustees, 
whose decisions would be binding. 

A resdlution seeking a minimum 
basic salary of $2000 was passed 
unanimously. 
requesting more teacher partici 
pation in curriculum planning and 
improved teacher qualifications 
and status were also passed. Steps 
were taken to revise the teachers’ 
retirement fund along more solid 
long-term lines, a stipulation 
found essential before the provin- 
cial government would consider 
further increases to the fund. 
During the closing session Wed- 
nesday Miss Marian Gimby of 
Edmonton was re-elected presi- 
dent of the association by acclam- 
ation. Lars Olson, Holden, also 
received an acclamation as vice- 
| president. Of the eight district
